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HE members of the Booklist staff returned from their vaca- 

tions eager for the latest book news but, perforce, obliged 
to stay their ardor while they prepared for inclusion the numer- 
ous titles securely on the “selected shelves,” many of which had 
been more than hinted at before the summer break. However, 
as is usually the case, a closer scrutiny revealed unsuspected 
treasures. Among the most highly valued of these is the life of 
Osler, a work which has left uncovered no aspect of the great 
physician’s life and character. It is unfortunately almost pro- 
hibitive in price but it is hoped that it will serve as the basis for 
a briefer study which will be available to a larger number of 
libraries. Werner’s Brigham Young is as unique as his Barnum 
and an important contribution to American biography. In literary 
criticism there is Clement Wood’s stimulating if opinionated Poets 
of America and Virginia Woolf’s seasoned essays on subjects of 
perennial interest. At least two favorite authors appear in the 
fiction list, Sheila Kaye-Smith with her story of love and sacri- 
fice richly flavored with the atmosphere of the Sussex downs, 
and G. B. Stern who returns to her earlier style with a cleverly 
turned story, bright, diverting and of the moment. 


N interesting trend in book publishing is clearly indicated in 

this number—one which reflects the general tendency toward 
a wider dissemination of authentic facts and knowledge. No less 
than six series are included in the following pages, all represent- 
ing an effort to put before popular audiences the best in the vari- 
ous fields. Most outstanding among these is the challenging 
To-day and To-morrow series dealing with subjects more or less 
related to the social and physical sciences and representing some 
of the most original and vigorous thinkers of the day. Other 
series worthy of notice are the Modern American Authors, Our 
Debt to Greece and Rome and the Roadmakers series. Small 
libraries in particular will welcome the opportunity to select from 
these titles which will conveniently fill obvious gaps on their 
shelves. 





LSO, in passing, we would call attention to the ambitious 
project known as the History of Civilization of which Mor- 
gan’s Prehistoric man in this issue is the sixth volume. It is to 
include some two hundred titles many of them translations of 
important foreign works and has been described by a leading 
social historian as an “epoch in the history of history itself.” 


HE Committee on Intellectual Cooperation of the League of 

Nations, as has already been widely noted in the press, 
decided some months ago to publish yearly a list of the most 
important books published the world over during the preceding 
year. The number of titles listed by each country will be appor- 
tioned on the basis of their total literary output, and the most 
important books will be selected for each country, regardless of 
nationality of the author or language in which they were pub- 
lished. The American Library Association has been asked and 
has accepted the responsbility of compiling the American list for 
1924. It isan honor which all members of the A. L. A. will share.
